The 12,000 specimens, 
collected forty years, relate the story of civilization as seen 
through numismatics.

One of the most recently acquired and certainly the largest of 
the monetary units on display is a huge 870-pound cartwheel of Yap 
Stone money — the largest to leave Yap Island. New exhibits also 
highlight the disastrous results of uncontrolled inflation in the Ger- 
man Weimar Republic following the end of the first World War, 
and the coins and currency of the American Civil War.

If tall and lanky Bennjamin Parks, 
through the winter-frozen fields of Lumpkin County and kick up a 


chunk of gold, —-and he did, ’way back in 1828, —-we can, too! 


That's how it all started. Parks was hunting deer, but he hadn't 
sighted one all day. Tired and cold, he suddenly tripped over a 
stone. He picked it up and in disgust threw it hard against another 
rock. It shattered —-and there lay a glitter of gold. 

Thus began America’s first gold rush 133 years ago, which led 
to the establishment of a U. S. branch mint at Dahlonega in 1887. 
A total of $6,115,596 in gold coins was turned out from 18388 to 
1861. It is said that gold mines in the area yielded from $16,000,000 
to $20,000,000 in the ten year period before 1839.

CANADIAN COIN PATTERNS 


By EARL A. McBRAYER 498 Sunland Drive, Cincinnati 38, Ohio 

Recently we had a chance to talk with a gentleman who, along 
with a partner, went through over a million Canadian cents in 1960. 
He felt that his experience entitled him to make certain observations 
on the present trend in the Canadian coin market. We pass them 
along to you for what they may or may not be worth. | 

First of all, according to the number found in circulation per 
thousands of coins handled, the 1925 cent is an underpriced sleeper. 
It should be nearer to the 1923 cent in value than what it is. (We 
concur in this opinion and recent price advances of the past few 
weeks appear to be slightly higher for the 1925 than for the 1923 
among the dealers who really know what is going on.) 

There are 1927 and 1931 cents available in larger quantities 
than the recent “buy” and “sell” activity would seem to indicate. 
Somebody might get hurt if this is true and a quantity holder or 
two decides to “dump” a supply on the market. (We feel this might 
be true but doubt if that great a quantity is held by any dealer, and 
besides the true market is attracting such a large number of new 
collectors to Canadian small cents each month that supply can hard- 
ly keep up with demand. Watch heavy investment in these two dates 
to play safe.) 

The 1934 cent is the “sleeper” in the 1930’s. The proportion of 
1934 cents found in the million plus cents examined would seem to 
indicate it is scarer in circulation than mintage figures justify. 
(Dealers have others in the later 1930's.) 

Buy 1948 cents at .75¢ a roll if you can get them. They show no 
premium in most dealers’ buying lists but they are worth it for in- 
vestment. (This is possibly true of 1938 and 1939 also but some of 
the Canadian investors are really paying 75¢ a roll for 1938 and 
1939 but have not yet started buying 1948.) 

Both 1937 and 1954 cents legitimately are worth recent buying 
flurries. The 1954 probably will double in value in circulated con- 
dition, all grades, in the next year. (So will some other dates too!) 

Most buying and selling ads do not show it but a 10¢ per coin 
bid on the 1953 with shoulder straps cent (and a 25¢ per coin asking 
price) is prevailing in anticipation of this variety appearing in fu- 
ture coin album issues.

Medallion Honoring 


Israel Defense Forces 


On the occasion of the 13th 
Anniversary of the State of 
Israel a gold medallion was 
struck to honor the Bar Mitzvah 
year of the establishment of 
Israel’s Defense Forces. 

The term Bar Mitzvah first 
occurs in the Talmud (B.M.96a) 
and applies to every grown 
Israelite. It is connected with 
the assumption of responsibility 
by a boy at the age of thirteen. 
The Bar Mitzvah ceremony ser- 
ved to motivate a period of 
training which led up to an 
individual’s intelligent accept- 
ance of responsibility as a mem- 
ber of the Jewish religious group. 


In Biblical times the age of 
maturity was set at twenty, the 
age at which the individual was 
capable of bearing arms. But 
during the early days of mod- 
ern Israel Bar Mitzvah boys and 
girls were among the defenders 
of their land. 

Before the First World War 
the ‘“Hashomer’ (Watchman) 
organization existed in Pales- 
tine whose duty was to defend 
the Jewish settlements from the

The operator is Roy Phillipson 


Later mining yielded some $25,000,000 in gold, and the last 
recent operation of importance followed the Dugas Strike of 1938 
at the Calhoun mine when a small section of ore assaying $60,000 
per ton was uncovered. 


Visitors can still see the original John C. Calhoun mine once 
owned and operated by the famous South Carolina senator; several 
Yahoola Creek mines; the Findley, Crown Mountain, Barlow, Battle 
Branch, Ralston Branch and others; the site of the 1900 operation, 
“Old Consolidated,” where millions were invested and thousands 
taken out. 


On display at nearby North Georgia College, a co-educational 
four-year college of the State University System, is a fine collec- 
tion of Dahlonega gold coins, one of a very few sets known. Here, 
too, you can see the huge granite blocks of the original foundation 
of the former Mint Building, —the original weights and measures, 
and old clocks saved from the Mint Building. 


Dahlonega hosteler Bill Fry will welcome you at the Smith 
House with its famous family-style luncheon, an adventure in eat- 
ing that you’ll long remember. 


A few blocks from the city public square in the rustic Pioneer 
Gold Museum, developed by Bill Fry and now operated by the 
Dahlonega-Lumpkin County Chamber of Commerce. The century- 
old, barnlike building was a gold miner’s machinery shop and has 
been converted into a “gold museum.” 


Here, where ‘color’? may still be washed in every panful of 
earth, are mementos of the days of primitive gold-mining. Besides 
an old water-wheel replica, you will see the only gold-ore crushing 
stamp mill in operation east of the Mississippi, the portable mortar 
and pestle used by gold seekers; and conversion of gold dust into 
the ‘gold button” by means of the “retort” will be explained by 
museum guides Carl Weaver and Roy Phillipson

HOW TO PAN FOR GOLD 
Panning is a process of testing earth, sand, small gravel for gold 
content; not a method of obtaining gold on a large scale. 


(1) Fill the pan three-fourths full of panning dirt; place under 
water in trough or stream. (2) Stir dirt, suspend mud, let gravel 
settle, pour our mud. Repeat until gravel is free of mud. (3) Dip 
up water, shake pan three or four times back and forth. (4) Shake 
pan, tilt as pan is shaken, let ore slide to edge of pan, pushing off 
gravel with thumb. Repeat until gravel is removed and only black 
sand is left. (5) Add about teacup of water to black sand, shake, 
tilt pan raking off black sand until black sand is reduced to one-hal= 
teaspoonful. (6) Add about one-fourth cup of water, let black sand 
swirl along bottom of pan; any “color” of gold found will be seen 
at the end of the gold trail.

1918 /17S Quarter Uncirculated 
Rates With The Best! 


Reports are being received daily regarding our Rare Coin Sur- 
vey from all parts of the country. Have you sent your list in? Your 
name and address won’t be mentioned. From the compiled reports 
received we are setting up a chart and will in a future issue publish 
it with the amount known up to date and add on to it monthly. This 
survey will show what amount is known and available from the 
actual amount struck at the Mints. Your help and letters are need- 
ed to make this survey as accurate as possible. 


Regarding the above Unc. Quarter our assumption appears cor- 
rect, it is a very rare issue and should be classed wth other real 
rarties. The response to a survey of the 1918/17 S in Unc. brought 
only two inquiries 1 unc. 1 fine, a circulated over date. I would say 
possibly 8 are known for every unc. that is known, which is still 
very rare even as circulated. 


Back in 1950 I remember a collector Louis F. of Newark, N.J., 
who owned complete sets of only choice unc. and proofs of many 
U.S. series. He made many trips to coin shops in N.J. and N.Y. buy- 
ing for his collection. Now many of you collectors remember when 
B.U. 1931 S cents sold for $1., 1909s vdb B.U. for $12. I bought 
some from a dealer from Indiana, 1856 F.E. cent Proof $125. Proof 
1877 Indian cent $48., 1914 D unc. $35. and many others I could list. 
At that time it was nothing to turn down a rare item because it 
was lightly tarnished or had a light scratch on the rim. A dealer 
really had to have it, if a sale was to be made. Of all his travels 
and accumulations Louis F. being a stickler for quality and rarity 
could not turn up an unc. 1918/17s Quarter. Dealer Joe Keller of 
Newark remarked about a year ago, when I inquired about one, “I 
gave up trying to buy one 4 years ago for a customer.’ About 6 
months ago, stated I estimated only 6 are about known or avail- 
able. Here is a letter received in reference to this inquiry in our last 
issue. You be the judge. This letter is condensed, to save time and 
protect persons identity.

Ed Levy of Colorado, the quarter specialist says 
it’s the finest he has seen and agrees with me the Legendary Full 
Head doesn’t exist on this coin. My best coin is priced at $1,000. 
The other not quite as fine $795. You will in all probability never 
get a chance to buy another if you were to offer $2,000. If you are 
building a gem set of S.L. quarters, it will be the coin for you. I 
would like to call your attention to the fact there is another great 
rarity that is just beginning to be recognized, the 1942/41 mercury 
dime.

Colonial coin buyer’s BEWARE, cast coins are making the 
rounds again. Q. D. Bowers had a very interesting article on cast 
coins just recently. However, I would like to add a few more 
“checks”’ to his list as follows: look the coin over for “cold shots’. 
“pit marks’, “Spit marks” and “tail gate marks’. A “cold shot” 
would give the impression of an inverted die break. This is due to 
either a hesitation in the pour or the metal being on the cooler side 
of “workable’’. “Pit marks” are tiny holes on the surface of the coin 
and/or edge. This is caused by dirt entering with the metal on 
pouring or dirt left in the mould when broken apart. As such there 
would be dirt specks in this type hole. “Spit marks” are the same 
as above without dirt in them. This is caused by specks of water 
either from sweat of the mold or water left from cooling the mould 
and times from the sweat of the castor himself. “Tail gate marks” 
are always on the edge of a coin. This is caused by a pouring pas- 
Sage to produce the coin and also an air escape passage. After the 
coin is cast these gates must be removed either by breaking or saw- 
ing them off .... We warned all collectors in a past article on cast 
coins which were flooding the conventions and for a while it seemed 
to have slowed them down. However, in the last few months they 
are showing up again with a steady increase. This proves all the 
more, ‘Knowledge is your best weapon, Greed your worst enemy”.

Counterfeits and reworked coins are problems that plague both 
coin collector and the layman. All too many times both have been 
taken advantage of by unscrupulous people. The coin collector and 
the layman, especially, have both been stuck with bad bills. Not 
too long ago in the New York area alone one man passed $100,000 
in counterfeit tens and twenties in the short time of three months. 
Coins are counterfeited also but not too often as they take more 
work, the dangers are greater and the profits are much less. If 
this were the only problem the coin collector faced with his money 
it would not be so bad. I say this because less money in counter- 
feits is being pushed on the public even though more counterfeiters 
are making the scene each year. 

Often you hear of counterfeiters being prosecuted, but have 
you ever heard of a person brought to trial for forging dates on 
rare coins. In my life time I have heard of only two such cases 
against forgers. One case was brought up about fifty years ago in 
San Francisco and the other was more recent but was in Italy. In 
both cases it was proved that the person was changing the dates 
and that he had sold more than ten such altered coins before be- 
ing caught. I might add that the only reason they were caught was 
because their work was too crude. 


Today one hears of many a person buying what he believes to 
be a genuine coin only to find out later that he has been sold 
an altered coin. Immediately he goes to the person or dealer who 
sold him the coin with the hopes of getting his money back. How- 
ever, if the person who he bought the coin from is one of the many 
who travel trom coin show to coin show sticking unaware collectors 
with altered coins, the collector will never even get the chance to 
make a complaint. If he brings the coin to the dealer he still will not 
get his money back if he can’t prove that he bought that exact coin 
trom the dealer. Even a reputable dealer will hesitate to take the 
coin back, because many times people try to stick the dealer with 
an altered coin and say that was the coin they bought from him. 
Meanwhile the coin they did buy from the dealer is home in their 
collection. Some unreputable dealers will just deny that they sold the 
coin to you. Others will refund your money, because the return of 
coins compared to those sold is probably low. This is because many 
collectors after having bought a coin take it home, put it in their 
collection and put the collection away not bringing the coin out 
again until they want to show it to their friends. When doing so 
they are so filled with excitement that even if the alteration could 
be seen they would not notice it now. Often times the alteration 
is brought to their attention by their friends collectors, who will 
examine the coin to see if there is anything wrong with it so that 
they can Satisfy their ego. 

If the swindled collector accuses someone he will have a rough 
time trying to make the accusation hold. The swindler can always 
plead that he was taken in also and to prove his sincerity will re- 
fund the irred collectors money. 


I ean think of no solution to this problem and doubt if there is 
one. The only chance the collector has is if he is over cautious in 
his purchases. If, however, you are ever stuck I suggest that you re- 
port this to one of the many numistmatic societies, A.N.A., for ex- 
ample. I am sure they will be glad to receive this information, and 
if they get enough on one man they may be able to have him 
prosecuted. At least you have a better chance this way of protect- 
ing yourslf in the future. If A.N.A. or any other society does not 
use this information now, I suggest that they start. 

I would be interested in hearing from you, the collector, if you 
have ever been swindled in your purchase of coins.

Date proof 
sets the tail on the 6 has a blunt 
or squared end. 

In the later nickels, (med, sm., 
re eng., etc.) and in the Large 
Date Proof sets the tail of the 
6 appears to curve more to the 
right and tapers to a point.

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THE OFFICIAL MEDAL 
OF THE 


CIVIL’. WAR CENTENNIAL 
1861 —- 1961 


The Coin and Currency Institute, Inc., of New York and California has been appointed sole national dis- 
tributor of this medal, which commemorates officially the centennial of the Civil War.
